Sr. Pati, Minn., April 13.—[Special.]—A 
strike of trainmen on the Great Northern 
road took place today, but thus far it is any- 
thing but a formidable movement, being con- 
finéd to employés between Minot, N. D., and 
Spokane, Wash.,a stretch of country where 


the employés are few in number. No official 
“intimation of the strike was received at the 


headquarters of the road in this city, until 
10:30 o'clock this ma bins wk and the strike oc- 
curred at noon. Not a brotherhood man is 
included among the strikers. The strike, as 
members of the brothernood here say, is at 
the peril of the men taking part in it. It is at 
the instigation of the American Railway 
Union. ‘Dozens of Great Northern employés 
were interviewed here today. They unan- 
imously declare that they have no complaint 
whatever to make, as since the adoption of 
the new schedule, to which all branches of 
employés subscribed, everything has been 
running as smoothly as could be wished. 

The strike was ordered yesterday by James 
Hogan of Spokane, Organizer of the Ameri- 
can Railway Union, wh ch embraces the em- 
ployés mentioned. The strike will tie up the 
road, barring, possibiy, mail trains, for the 
entire distance between these points. The 
trouble is over the new schedule of wages 
which went into effect April 1. This reduces 
the pay of all employés, the reductions rang- 
ing from 5 to 50 per cent. 

A secret meeti at bor Hall tonight 
drew a large crowd under the auspices of the 
local branch of the American Railway Union 
and at close of ar enthusiastic address the 
Chairman said: The Great Northern tried 
to force a lockout on the Western division 
and was léff for the men to do but to 

out.on strike, — certain that before 
this trouble is over per cent of the men 
will go out. We met tonight to talk over the 
strike in the West. We may conclude to go 
out at this end within a day ortwo. If mat- 
ters are not speedily ndjusted there will be a 
general walkout.

It is evident that in order to avoid possi- 
bility of legal proceedings for conspiracy. the 
coutractors have adopted a policy of indi- 
vidual” action. No liste are kept of the firms 
concerned except by the most trustworthy 
members of the inner circle, and no eyes but 
their own are allowed to see these lists. Mem- 
bers of the larger firms earnestiy declare they 
do not know the number of firms concerned 
nor the number of men they employ. But 
they are most emphatic in saying the time 
has come to revolt against the despotism of 
the walking delegate, and that the matter 
must be settled now once for all.

He waited until 
Browne had driven to the head of the column 
and then he galloped after him. Reining his 
stallion close to the side of the carriage, the 
‘Unknown ” leaned over and said: | 

See here, Browne, you fat-headed fake, this 
is my bark today. Next time I'll bite. Just 
you get it through your bead that if ever you 
try to make another grand-stand play around 
me I'll make a punching-bag out of your 
face.“ 

Growing warmer as he talked, the Un- 
known reached in, seized Browne by the 
collar, and shook him till he rattled. 

»Confound you,” he went on, I found 
yuu on your uppers in Chicago. I picked 
you out of the mud, I’ve the greatest mind 
in the world to pull you out and show you up 
before the men right now. If ever [ have 
any more trouble with you you will never see 
those bills introduced, for you will geta 
thrashing that will last you a year.“ 

During this harangue Browne shriveled 
down in the corner of the buggy. He wilted 
and grew white when Smith threatened to pull 
him out and looked scared to death when he 
was shaken, 

Something will have to drop when Coxey 
comes back, for the two men can never work 
together again. It is now just a question of 
who sees Coxey first. If Carl Browne can get 
first talk the Unknown Ne will leave 
the army. If Smith gets first turn Browne and 
his reincarnated flour sacks may go. This 
view of the case struck both men at the sawe 
time.

CHANDLER FAVORS FREE HARBORS, 


Plans Being Considered That Would 
Grealy Increase Ocean Commerce. 

Wasmxorox, D. C., April 13.—[Special.]— 
Senator Chandler saw a mapof Copenhagen’s 
“free harbor while he was at the World's 
Fair. It made him study the subject, and he 
is thinking of introducing a measure as an 
amendment to the tariff bill which would 
authorize the establishment of open or free 
harbors in the United States, the same as at 
Hamburg and Copenhagen. Austin Corbin 
of Long Island thinks the plan would work 
in the United States, and is ready to put 
some capital in it if authority can be gotten 
from Congress. Erastus Wiman was work- 
ing on the same scheme when he was over- 
taken by business misfortunes. The Hamburg 
free harbor system is quite simple. An isiand 
has been created cut off from the main land 
by bridges. On this island have been erected 
the largest warehouses of the world. Ships 
can come there, deposit their cargoes, have 
them manufactured or transferred, and de- 
part without payment of. customs duties 
of any sort. The commerce of the world is 
exchanged there. The Standard Oil company 
has a big warehouse where its products are 
kept. The whisky distillers have another 
where they keep their whisky: when it is sent 
out of the United States because of the expi- 
ration of the bonded period. A private com- 


* has built the warehouses and elevators, 
u 


t at the end of twenty-five years they revert 
to the government, which will then draw an 
income from their rental. All this is done 
without any interference with Germany’s 
tariff duties because goods which are entered 
for consumption pass from the free harbur to 
the closed one, where the usual custom-house 
machinery is in operation, It is the opinion 
of some of the people who have investigated 
the subject that a similar system couid be es- 
tablished at some of the ports of the United 
States.

GREAT INVENTION IN GUNNERY. 


A Sight for Heavy Cannon Perfected by a 
Lieutenant in the Navy. 
Wasurncron, D. C., April 13.— [Special.] — 
A series of interesting tests of naval ordnance 
material will take place at the Indian Head 
proving grounds in a few days. The experi- 
ments will include the trial of an entirely 
novel device, a sight for modern heavy guns, 
The device is the invention of Ensign Juseph 
Strauss,an attaché of the Naval Ordnance 
Bureau. The technical name of the new in- 
vention is a hydraulic sighting apparatus. It 
is to be em ployed: on a gun mounted in a tur- 
ret ana having the gravity return carriage. It 
consists of a telescope and two hydraulic cyl- 
inders connected by a rubber tube. The tube 
contains a column of liquid, the principal 
element of which is glycerine. Through the 
tube motion is transmitted to the tele- 
scope. The telescope is situated in the 
upper part of the turret. It is so arranged 
that it operates in harmony with the motions 
of the gun through the upper or downward 
pressure of the liquid in the tube. In case 
the muzzle of the gun is elevated or*depressed 
the motion is communicated to the telescope. 
Chenges in the position of the gun are rap- 
idly but gently transmitted, so that the aim 
of the person using the teieacope is not de- 
ranged, but Gan be as accurate as the con- 
stant motion of a ship makes possible. The 
question of accurately sighting big turret 
uns of vessels is one of great importance.

5 NEW CONSTITUTION FOR HAWAII. 


Excerpts from the Document Being Pre- 
pared by President Dole. 

San Francisco, Cal., April, 13.—The steam- 
ship Monowai, which arrived this afternoon, 
brought the following Hawaiian advices: 

„ Honouvue, Aprii 6, 1894.—Ever since the 
retirement of President Dole from the office 
of Minister of Foreign Affairs he has been 
engaged in drawing up a new constitution to 
be submitted to tile convention to be held in 
May. The government is very reticent in re- 
gard to the new instrument, but it has been 
ascertained on good authority that by the con- 
stitution which President Dole will submit the 
executive power is to be vested in a President 
who wili not have a seatin the Executive 
Council, as is the case now. He will have the 
right to veto, but such veto can be overruled 
by a two-thirds vote of the Senate and Assem- 
bly. The Vice-President will not have a seat 
in the Executive Council either, and his duties 
will simply be to preside over the Senate. 

„ The Executive Council will consist of five 
mem bers—Minister of Foreign Affairs, Min- 
imer of Finance, Minister of ‘the Interior, 
Minister of Health and Education, and Minis- 
ter of Justice, or Attornev-Generai. In re-

Messrs. Kilgore of Texas, Bryan of Ne- 
braska, McMullin of Tennessee, Wheeler of 
Alabama, and Williams of Illinois led this 
opposition. Duri the course of a rather 
hot-tempered speech from Mr. Kilgore on the 
subject Mr. Biand of Missouri shouted with 
an expression of disgust to the effect that if 
the Democratic House was forced to resort to 
Reedism it had better adjourn sine die and 
go home. 

Mr. Cummmgs made a speech against the 
proposition to count a quorum, at tne conclu- 
sion of which he sent up to the desk an 
amendment to the title of any new rule which 
should be reported for this purpose so as to 
make it read: A rule to nominate Thomas 
Breckett Reed for President of the United 
States.“ 

Mr. De Armond of Missouri offered a reso- 
lution expressing it as the sense of the caucus 
that the Committee on Rules shou.d prepare 
a new rule for ascertaining the presence ofa 
quorum and also some method for * 
the attendance of absent members. r.

SINSHEIMER’S INJUNCTION INVALID. 


Supreme Court Gives It« Decision in Favor 
| of the Toilers. 

New Tonx, April 13.—[Special.]—At the 
general term of the Supreme Court today 
Leopold Sinsheimer, a member of the Cloth- 
ing Manufacturers’ Association, was turned 
down, his injunction restraining the United 
Garment Workers of America from 
issunmg circulats calculated to turn 
trade away from him being dissolved. 
The opinion, written by Presiding Justice Van 
brunt, was indorsed by Justice Follett. The 
court says it knows of no law which prevents 
combinations either for the assertion of 
rights or protection of wrongs as long as the 
acts of such associates do not infringe upon 
the provisions of law. There was no proof of 
any acts of violence on the part of the detend- 
ants, nor any injury to property, nor any 
threats or intimidation. At best the circulars 
were but one of the instruments used by the 
defendants in their contest with the associa- 
tion of. which the plaintiff was a member, 
and the plaintiff pursued the same course as 
was adopted against them. The Justice said 
he failed to see that there was any infringe- 
ment of any provision of law in the issuance 
of such a circular. The court, speaking of 
the trouble of a year ago, says: 

it seems to be obvious that the clothing man- 
ufactarers had the right to lock out all opera- 
tives connected with the defendants’ association 
because of demands which they considered un- 
just made by the defendants upon one of their 
number, and that the defendants had an ual 
right to endeavor to persuade those who had 
been accustomed to deal with members of the 
manufacturers’ association to discontinue their 
trade. At all events the plaintiff, to secure the 
intervention of a court of equity, must come into 
court with clean hands. Ifthe defendants were 
guilty of any violation of law the plaintiff was 
certainly equally implicated. 

Judge O' Brieu concurs in the result reached 
by his associates, and in his opinion says an 
attempt to redress a wrong or the part of 
either employer or employed is legal and 
proper. e said the court would interpose 
when the means employed are improper. An 
injunction should only issue on plaintiff show- 
ing while legally asserting his rights as 
an employer his business had been unlaw- 
fuily interfered with by the defendants to an 
extent entailing grievous injury. This he had 
not done, and that the plaintiff was entirely 
without fault was by no means made evident. 

Joseph R. Buchanan, asked today about che

He possessed accurate knowl- 
edge of the city’s property, and for fifteen years 
after, until the time of his death. he managed 
the Sewer Department. At the beginning of the 
war Mr. Cheney enlisted in the Eleventh New 
York Cavalry. He fonght in the battle of Gettys- 
burg, and after the fight was carried to hospital 
supposed tobe dead. His horse was shot and 
fell on the rider. The injuries which he received 
in that battle were the primary cause of his dis- 
ease, which resulted so fatally. He was twice 
wounded during other engagements in the war.

The Rev. D. O. Kellogg be- 
came the rector arid Bishop Clark continued 
to perform duties of the higher 
office nog Upon the resignation 
of Rector Kellogg in 1870 the Rev. C. 
George Currie was settled as the tor occu- 
pying the position until 1872. e was then 
succeeded by the Rev. David H. Greer, D. D., 
now the rector of St. Bartholomew Church of 
New York City, the largest and probably the 
wealthiest church in the country. Dr. Greer was 
a man of marked ability as a speaker and the 
church work during his pastorate received vig- 
orous and devoted attention. Numerous invita- 
tions to other fieids were declined until the 
one in New York was made. For a year or 
more the church was unable to decide upon a 
pastor. Finally in 1891 the Rev. Charles H. 
Babcock, D. D., was called and has accept 
ably filled the rectorship until December last, 
when on account of increasing ill-health he 
was com pelied to resign his trust. Under his 
ministretions the church has shown a com- 
mendable growth in numbers and progress in 
advancement of the faith. Within the lastten 
years great improvements have been wade in 
the church and chapel. The pastor will enter 
upon bis new duties under the most favorable 
auspices, with the assurance of warm greet- 
ing and a most hearty codperation from his 
parishioners. — 


GREAT DISTRESS IN AUSTRALIA, 


Business Ruined by Ultra Demands of Or- 
f ganized Labor, 

An object lesson for the whole world is af. 
forded just now by the social conditions in 
Australia, where, says a letter to the Globe. 
Democrat from Victoria, B. C., amid the un- 
exampled splendor of a few and the comfort- 
able competence of a many, there are tens of 
thousands absolutely without means to obtain 
a night’s shelter, sleeping in the streets or 
squares of the great cities, and wherever cov- 
ered spots can be found around the public 
buildings, scantily clad and able to beg 
little more than enough food to barely 
sustain their miserable lives, This condition 
of affairs is about eight years old, but has not 
improved with age. At the outset govern- 
ment and municipal relief works on a gigan- 
tic scale provided honorable employment for 
a large proportion of the deserving poor, but 
the collapse of the banks and the general 
financial stringency compelled the govern- 

nt to discontinue this form of relief, which 

d been carried on by means of borrowed 
money, and now there has been substituted 
the less expenrive expedient of maintaining 
relief bureaus through which food is 
doled out to the needy ‘applicants, and 
tickets of admission ‘are issued en- 
titling the holder to anight’s rest in the 
„penny doss houses, maintained by the ef- 
forts of charitable organizations who are able 
to colleet privately the proportion of expense 
of maintaining the lodging places which the 
charge of a penny Eee head per night does not 
meet. Though this sad story of distress ia 
old and familiar in the colonies meme

The arrogant attitude of the labor and the 
high rate of wages demanded have undoubted- 
ly had much to do with maki home manu- 
facture an impossibility, and ve been the 
cause of the present deplorable condition of 
affairs.

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CLOSURE APPLIED AN THE COMMONS. 


Tories’ Effort to Prevent New Registration 
Bill Being Introduced Folled. 

Lonpoy, April 13.—An attempt of the Con- 
servatives to delay the introduction of the 
new registration bili in the House of Com- 
mons today was balked by the Speaker apply- 
ing the closure, He also censured the oppo- 
sition for introducing an irrelgvant discus- 
sion. The registration bill, which’Mr. Morley 
introduced, reduces the period between dis- 
‘solution and the assembling of a new Parlia- 
ment from thirty to twenty days. Mr. Morley 
said the government attached great impor- 
tance to the bill. 

The registration bill passed its first reading. 
John P. Nolan (Parnellite) moved to extend 
the allotment system in Ireland, saying that 
owing to the want of allotment Irishmen 
were driven to America while there was pien- 
ty of land at home capable of providing them 
with a comfortable livelihood, 

Considerable ‘discussion ensued and ulti- 
mutely the motion was adopted on the under- 
standing that the goverament would not in- 
troduce a bill providing for the extension of 
the allotment system at the present session. 

Terms of Baron Tweedmouth’s Will. 

The will of Baron Tweedmouth (Sir Dudley- 
Coutts Marjoribanks) was made public today. 
He leaves £1,000 to each of his daughters, 
the Hon, Lady Mary Georgina Ridley and the 
Hon. Isabel Maria, Countess of Aberdeen, 
saying that as they had been well provided 
for by their husbands, in addition to their 
marriage settlements, he wishes each of them 
to buy with the money he leaves them some 
jewel or other ornament as a souvenirof their 
‘father.

TEMPERANCE MOVEMENT IN ENGLAND. 


Local Option Gains Favor Even Among 
the Conservatives in Great Britain. 
Justin McCarthy, in North American Re- 
view: The temperance party—the party in 
favor of prohibitory legislation as regards the 
sale of intoxicating liquors—has grown to an 
immense power in the state. Th us far its 
members have habitually acted with the Lib- 
erals, because they believe there is better 
hope for their cause from the Liberals than 
from the Tories, But they would at any 
moment forsake the Liberals and stand 
by the Tories if.the Tories were to prom- 
ise them a full measure of local option 
and the Liberals were to refuseit. They 
would be justified in such action by the very 
conditions of their existence. They are like 
the Irish Nationalists, a par y formed for one 
distinct purpose, to the promotion of which 
ail other conditions are secondary. A few 
ears ago they were. like the old-fashidhed 
ome rulers,a party that merely got up an 
annual debate and took an annual division. 
This, ut least, they seemed to be to mostmem- 
bers of the House of Commons. Once in 
each session they brought in a bill for the 
prevention or restriction of the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor, dna the question was dis- 
cussed and a division was taken and the Pro- 
hibitionists were left in a small minority, and 
the House heard no more about the matter 
until the next session. I kndw men who used 
to vote with the Prohibitionists because they 
said it looked well to be on theside of tem- 
perance, and the prohibition bill could not 
possibly do any harm, because it never could 
pass. In the meanwhile the temperance men 
were exerting themselves all over the country, 
in every city and in every village and at every 
election. The press was for the most part 
against them, but the pulpits were for the 
most part with them. They got hold of a new 
and a taking principle. a new and a taking 
name, They made their agitation one in 
favor of local option. It was to be left to 
a certain majority in each community to say 
whether the saie of intoxicating drinks should 
or should not be permitted there. Many a 
man who has no particular faith in the sup- 
pression of dfunkenness by legisiation finds 
it hard to say why the majority 
in any community should not 
be allowed tu determine whether 
they will or will not allow drinking shops to 
be established among them. At one time it 
was thought that the power of the pubiicans 
was irresistible at the elections, but of late 
many people have begun to doubt whether 
the temperance men are not the stronger m- 
fluence of the two. It is certain that of recent 
years the official lea ters of the Liberal party 
have determined to defy the publicans and to 
translate as soon as they can the 2 of 
local option into legislation. The present 
government is pledged to some adaptation 
of the principle. 


MACHINE FOR MAKING HORSESHOES. 


An Invention Which, It Is Claimed, Will 
Revolutionize This Trade. 

There is on exhibition in the Masonic Tem- 
ple a machine which, its promotefs think, 
will revolutionize the horseshoe manufactur- 
ing industry. A working test of the model 
was given yesterday afternoon and little lead 
shoes dropped into a receptacie at the rate of 
eighty a minute. The machine is simple, con- 
sisting of rollers, with creasing and punching 
dies, which first receive the hot nietal. The 
heated bar then passes into the forming ma- 
chine, which cute the irom into the 
required length. The forming machine then 
grasps the iron and in an neredioly short 
space of time fashions the shoe lets it 
faii below. One end of the forming machine 
makes tue fore and the other the hind. 
The inventors present some interesting census 
statistics as to the field for their machine. 
The last report gives the number of horses 
in the United States as 17,475,302. These 
animals call for four shoes each every month, 
which means 69,901,208 shoes, or 15,251,-

OHARGES AGAINST SUPERINTEN- 
DENT OF KANSAS REFORM SCHOOL. 


Cruelty of an Extreme Sort Is Alleged by 
a Teacher in the Institution — State

Among 
other incidents of brutality he related that 
four weeks ago Hitchcock heard a small dis- 
turbance in the bath-room where four boys, 
ranging from 10 to 15 years of age, 
were bathing. He pounced down upon 
them and with a. rawhide whip 
‘them unmercifully upon their bare es. 
Other boys, Justice says. have been whipped 
in the same manner frequently. Several 
weeks ago a boy named William Mooney 
was working in a sewer Friday, in the aft- 
ernoon he hid in the tunnel hoping to make 
his escape. He remained there Friday night 
and all day Saturday when he was discovered 
by one of the teachers. He was taken to a 
room by a teacher who was in the act of giv- 
ing him something to eat as he had had noth- 
ing since noon of the previous day, 
when Hitchcock put in an appearance, say 
ing, angrily: Not a @te shall he have.“ The 
boy was then placed in a dark dungeon and 
given no food until Sunday morning. He was 
kept in the dungeon for a week before he had 
in the opinion of the Superintendent been 
sufficientiy punished. The charges against 
Hitchcock have been formulated and will be 

resented to the State Board of Charities at 
its meeting in this city tomorrow.

Mapisox, Wis., April 13.—[Special. ]—The 
trial of A. A. Cadwallader, ex-President of 
the Superior First National Bank, was re- 
sumed before Judge Bunn in the United 
States District Court here today. When court 
opened Cad wallader's wife and two bright 
little daughters occupied seats beside him in- 
side the rail and remained in the court-room 
all day. The defendant’s aged father, a 
Pennsylvania farmer, who is to be a witness 
in the case, was also a spectator. The exam- 
ination of the first witness for the prosecution, 
L. Alvord, the present President of the benk 
which Cadwallader is charged with defraud- 
ing, was resumed. He testified to a meeti 
of the Board of Directors of the bank Mare 
7, 1892, at which Cadwallader was asked 
concerning the $60,000 loan from a New 
York bank, and Mr. Alvord testified that 
Cadwallader replied that it was a personal 
matter into which the directors had no 
business to inquire. He also reviewed 
several subsequent meetings of the 
directors. Mr. Alvord testified he was pres- 
ent at the close of business at the bank April 
21,1892, and saw the books balanced. That 
he was also there when the bank opened the 
following morning and found one of the 
books, supposed to be in the vault, lying on a 
shelf and inside it three notes, two signed by 
Cadwallader’s father and one by the defend- 
ant himself, which were credited to the de- 
fendant on the book, but which were not there 
at the close of business the preceding day. 
The direct examination of the witness was 
completed shortly after3 o’clock, when ex- 
Senator John C. Spooner pitched into the 
cross-examination. He spent the time until 
adjournment in going over books and papers 
of the bank with Mr. Alvord in an endeavor 
to refute testimony the latter had given.

SPRAYS TO PROTECT FRUIT. 


Method Long Used Successfully by J. N. 
‘Stearns of Kalamazoo, Mich,

blossoms have dropped. At this spraying, 
which must not be delayed, he adds to the 
Bordeaux mixture Paris green at the rate of 
one pound to 200 gallons of the solution. 
After this spraying should be done as often 
as the spray is likely to be washed off by 
heavy rains. Usually from two to four times 
will do. This is to destroy the work of the 
coddl oth and the curculio. At this time 
fruit of the apple and pear stand straight up, 
the calyx forming a tiny basin, in which the 
spray is caught. ere the moth deposits its 
egg, where a slight amount of poison will de- 
stroy it. 

For the Bordeaux mixture he takes as fol- 
lows: Four pounds sulphate of copper and 
four pounds stone lime to forty galions of 
water, the lime to be slaked in sufficient water 
so it will strain readily through sacking or 
other coarse material free from lint that 
would get into the solution and clog the noz- 
zie of the force pump, The sulphate of cop- 
per should be placed in the strainer and sus- 
pended in water till it dissolves. Put the 
strained lime and dissolved copper into a cask 
and add water to the extent of forty gallons. 
In adding Paris green it should be dissolved 
in a small dish witha little water so it will 
mix more readily with the solution. The 
above preparation is also effective in destroy- 
ing the currant worms and potato bug. 
best pump is the one making the finest spray, 
as it takes less to wet every part of the tree.

When brought in from the street the gar- 
bege is dumped upon the cars, each contain- 
ing twenty-four cubic yards or tons. When the 
cars first enter the tunnel the heat is suffi- 
cient in a few minutes to begin evaporating 
the moisture in the garbage. The heat in- 
creases as the cars pass farther into the tun- 
nel and when they reach the flame the con- 
tents are so thoroughly dried they ignite at 
once. The gases arising from the garbage as 
it dries are drawn into the fire and consumed.

As the mass passes through 
the fire it is stirred from time to tirne by bo w- 
erful currents of compressed air, which raise 
the particles into clouds like dust, the oxygen 
of the air increasing the fierceness of the 
flame, in which the particles are largely con- 
sumedy So thoroughly is the mass cons umed 
that out of the twenty-four cubic yards to a 
car only from one-half to one and one-half 
yards of residue is left. Mr. Anderson will 
have his plant working today to show to the 
pnblic what it can do.

effective. 

Members of the immigrant clearing-house 
and coòperating lines are requested by Chair- 
man Caldwell to see that the action taken by 
him under the requirements of the agreement 
is rigidly enfurced. In accordance with fur- 
ther instruction of the Advisory committee, 
he says, measures are being perfected to pro- 
tect the interests of the associated lines in se- 
curing their proper share of the immigrant 
business as against outside competition.

The sewer 
air from the leaking drains finds its way up the 
elevator shafts, assisted by their motion, and is 
distributed impartially to every one having busi- 
ness in the — On the fourth floor Rooms 
423, 419, also toilet rooms in the Clerk of the 
Probate Court rooms, the floors and surround- 
ings are extremely filthy by reason of defects 
enumerated and from lack of sufficient janitor 
service. In fact general improvements should be 
made in the direction of better janitor service at 
all points examined by us. Changes have been 
made in the plumbing from time to time, pipes 
cut off, the ends stopped with corks or putty or 
in some cases the ends have been.simpiy flat- 
tened together, thus ailowing an escape of sewer 
air from such pipes into roums adjoin.ng. The 
entire plumb.ng system lacks what is con- 
sidered indispensable in ‘a plumb- 
ing system— namely: back venting. The traps in 
use being of the ordinary plain pattern and the 
water closets bomg mostly of the plunger type, 
syphonic action is induced and takes place by 

the use of the fixtures, their manner of connec- 

tion, etc., leaving each waste pipe unprotected 
as regar ls admission of air from the sewers. I 
can only characterize the plumbing and drainage 
of.the buiiding as unfit for use and dangerous to 
bealth.. It should be torn out, root and branch, 
at once if the authorities have the slightest ro- 
gard for the health of those whose duty or busi- 
ness compels them to occupy the buiiding. ‘here 
is no city in the country that would allow suca a 
drainage system as is in use’at the present time 
in this buiiding, nor would the Department of 
Health permit such condition to exist in the case 
of a building owned by a private individual.

Finance Committee Wishes to Show Him 
How Cash Should Be Expended, 

At the meeting of the Finance committee 
yesterday a resolution was adopted requesting 
the Mayor to attend the next and subsequent 
meetings of that body so that he might be 
the better informed as to how certain appro- 
priations ought to be expended; also that he 
might direct a more intelligent use of the Po- 
lice Department to prevent the piling up of 
damages against the city on account of side - 
walk and streetaccidents. The Mayor is in- 
vited incidentally that he may understand 
that the appropriations must be expend- 
ed by the bureau chiefs in accord- 
ence with the terms of the ordinance. 
The committee did not consider the action of 
Chief of Police Brennan in refusing to obey 
the provisions of the appropriation ordinance 
by not discharging an inspector and some 
200 men as the measure coutemplates. It 
was intended that the matter should be taken 
up, but action was deferred for a week. Supt. 
Brennan thinks the appropriation ordinance 
allows just the course he is taking and he says 
he is following it on the advice of the Mayor 
and Corporation Counsel. He is trying to 
save in one direction to keep all the men now 
on the force. This right he claims under Sec. 
2 of the appropriation ordinance, which reads 
as follows: 

All unexpended balances of any item or items 
of any general appropriation made by this ordi- 
nance may be expended in making up any insuffi- 
ciency in any item or items in the same general 
appropriation and forthe same general purpose 
or in a like appropriation made by this ordi- 
nance. 

But there is no unexvended balance. The 
Finance committee recommended for passage 
the ordinance asked by the Controller for the 
issuance of $1,787,000 of refunding bonds

WILSON FLAYS WILLIE 


TERRIBLE ARRAIGNMENT OF THE 


STAR OF KENTUOKY. 


Breckinridge Winces Under the Hot Fire 
of Oratory~Likened to Adam and Called 
Unclean, a Craven, and a Coward- Jury 
Is Told That as He Lived a Lie far Ten 
Years He Lied in Giving Testimony=— 
Wholesale Perjury Charged in the Case 
of Witnesses for the Defense. 


Wasuinerox, D. C., April 138.—The great 
speech of Maj. Ben Butterworth in the Pollard 
Breckinridge case was surpassed today by the 
greater argument of Judge Jere Wilson, who 
began the final summary for the plaintiff. 
Tho defense of Adam was what he called 
Col. Breckinridge’s position, and to the credit 
of humanity, he said, Adam had always been 
deemed a coward anda craven. On two or 
three important points he drew logical de. 
ductions from the evidence which surprised 
even the lawyers. He has a long right arm 
tipped with an accusing index finger, which 
serves to drive his deductions home. That 
long bony forefinger was several times lev- 
eled in denunciation at Col. Breckinridge, 
which made the Kentucky orator shift un- 
easily in his chair. It was a terrible arraign- 
ment to which he was subjected, and he would 
have been something more than human had 
he not shown effect of it as he did. Judge 
Wilson will continue for an indefinite time 
tomorrow, and then Judge Bradley will de- 
liver his charge to the jury, and the trial will 
be ended when a verdict is announced. 


Willson Fierce at the Outset. 


Mr. Wilson’s voice was low and impressive 
as he told the jury that it was his duty to re- 
ply to all the defendant had said asa witness 
and through his counsel. A startling thing 
bad been urged on his behalf—viz.: that this 
case with all its revelations should not have 
been brought. He continued: 

He thinks that this case should never have 
been brought; that it is spreading pollution 
throughout the country, and I do not wonder.

Heirs-at-Laws of the New York Woman 

Oppored to the Expensive Mausoleum. 

S. F. B. Morse, who is one of the heirs of 
Mrs. Cornelia Frances Girard Coster, the New 
York woman who left $1,000,000 for the 
building of a mausoleum, returned to the city 
yesterday. Mr. Morse is a membefof the 
firm of Cushing & Morse, No. 225 Dearborn 
street. When asked if he would take any ac- 
tion in regard to making a contest of Mrs. 
Coster’s will he said: 

hase heard nothing about Mrs. Coster’s 
will beyond what has been printed in the pa- 
pers. If after the willis probated the state- 
ment that she left $1,000,000 for tho con- 
struction of a mausoleum is verified, I will in 
all probability join with the other heirs in 
making a contest. It seemsto me that $1,- 
000.000 for such a purpose is a little too 
much, but if any one would have derived any 


benefit from the money I do not think any of 


the heirs would have been inclined to oppose 
Mrs. Coster’s will. If she had left the money 
to charity or some charitable organization, 
none of the heirs would have ventured an ob- 
jection.”’ 

Mr. Morse says that he knows little of Mrs. 
Coster’s habits. He did not know even that 
she died until he read the news in the papers. 
As far as he understands Mrs. Coster was a 
wealthy woman and had besides the 51.000. 
000 which she left for the mausoleum a trust 
fund which according to her husband’s will she 
was not allowed to bequeath. Mr. Morse’s 
relationship to Mrs. Coster is somewhat dis- 
tant. His grandmother and William G. Breese 
were sister and brother, Another one of the 
heirs more closely related is Mrs. Ramsey, 
the wife of Dr. E. S. Ramsey, who is one of 
the physicians in the health department. 
Judge Sidney Breese was Mrs. Ramsey’s 
father and he and Mrs. Coster’s father were 
brothers. According to Mr. Morse there are 
eight heirs-at-law to Mrs. Coster’s wealth. As 


the estate will be divided among them the 


shares will in all probability be divided in 
proportion. Mrs. Coster had eight brothers 
and sisters, all of whom ave died. 


Each of them, however, left children, and 
when the division is made each of these chil. 


dren will receive a portion of one-eighth of 
the estate. Mrs. Platt, Mr. Morse’s grand- 
mother, had five children, and as Mr. Morse is 
one of three descendants of one of these his 
share would, if divided as provided by law, 
be one-third of one-fifth of one-eighth. 

Most of the heirs live in New York. Mr. 
Morse bas a sister, Mrs. George K. Perry, 
who lives at Fordham Heights, New York. He 
has written to her for information and until 
he hears from her, he says, he will take no 
action. Mr. Morse is a grandson of Prof. 


Morse, the inventor of the telegraph instru-. 


ment which bears his name. He has live i in 
this city two years. He has been fortuate 
enough to be made the heir to an estate which 
has been divided within the last three 
months. This was the estate of Rear-Ad.- 
miral Breese, who was an uncle of Mrs. Cos. 
ter. Rear-Admiral Breese died in 1861 and 
left his money in the form of a trust fund to 
his wife. She had the use of this money dur- 
ing her lifetime and died a year ago. The 
estate amounted to $60,000. Mr. Morse’s 
share was $12,000.

Uncertainty Still Prevails Among Busi-

Nzw York, April 18.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say tomorrow: 
Business improvement meets many obstacles 
and it is scarcely as distinct as it has been in 
recent weeks. Strikes have checked the im- 
provement ip building and some other trades, 
and scarcity of coke has caused the closing of 
some ironworks, while a strike of all bitumi. 
nus iron workers is ordered, and may prove 
serious. More favorable crop reports than 
were expected, which justify larger hope for 
next fall, have arrested the upward tendency 
in prices of products. The renewal of gold 
exports occasions some disquietude. The 
gradual exhaustion of goods in the herds of 
dealers makes the consumption of the people 
more distinctly felt and apparently larger, 
and this demand increases with the 
gain in the number of hands at 
work, It cannot be said that the 
uncertainty as tothe future has materiaily 
diminished, but there is evidently growing 
an impression that there will be no important 
legislation on the currency or the tariff. This 
impression, whether erroneous or not, in- 
fluences the action of many, On the whole, 
though progress is still obstructed by uncer- 
tainties, it has not been arrested. most 
cheering sign is the decrease in importance of 
commercial failures, for though one mortgage 
loan concern has failed with liabilities of 
$5.50C,000, the liabilities in all commercial 
failures for the first week of April were only

BUSINESS DRAGS ALONG WEARILY. 


Weather and Other Causes Prevent Ex- 
pected Improvements. 


New York, April 13.—Bradstreet’s Trade 


Review tomorrow will say: No special change 
is noted at Galveston, Memphis, Nashville, 
Chattanooga, or Charleston. Business is fair 
only at New Orleans, orders received being 
numerous but small. and transactions in rice 
being most conspicuous, Western cities 
usually reporting more favorable. business 
features form the exception this week. At 
Chicago the rush of spring trade is over, al- 
though orders for dry goods hold out well, 
notably for cotton dress goods and light silks. 
Trade in shoes hardware is decreased. 
Unfavorable weather has restricted sales of 
millinery, dry goods; clothing, carpets, and 
drugs at St. Louis, but manufacturers of 
shoes report trade as active as previously. 
Business at Kansas City appears irregular, 
and at Duluth it is disappointing, jobbers in 
some instances refusing to fil] orders. Im- 
proving weather at St. Paul is reflected in 
better and more frequent orders for dry 
goods, clothing, millinery, and hardware, 
and manufacturers of implements and of 
twine are increasing their forces, while job- 
bers generally report collections improved. 
At Minneapolis gieater activity is reported 
in flour and in lumber and at Omaha business 
is on a broader basis than during March, 
hardware and lumber being conspicuously 
more active. At San Francisco jobbers re-

wheat in Southern California and in 

San Joaquin Valley. Prices of wheat, iron, 
steel, cattle, corn, and cotton ate all lower, 
the extreme drop in wheat being occasioned 
largely by extraordinarily heavy realizing, 
based in part on the government re- 
port that the wheat crop is less dam- 
aged by the recent cold weather than re- 
ported. Prices on iron West and East have 
been further scaled, due to cutting of railway 
rates and competition between turnaces, al- 
though there are advices from Pittsburg of 
advances on some grades. Oats have ad- 
vanced Me., pork 50c, lard Me., while sugar 
and print cloths remain unchanged. 


Not Encouraging for Industrials. 


The industrial situation is more complicated 
and less encouraging. There is a prospect of 
a widespread strike of coal miners and others 
this month, with a probability of further 
strikes and lockouts at larger cities early in 
May. There are fifty-six strikes now in force 
throughout the country involving 55,000 
people. 

Gross railway earnings of 121 companies 
during March show increases in only twenty 
instances over March, 1893. March earnings 
are $37,329,432, nearly 13 per cent less 
than last year. For three months earnmgs 
are nearly $104,289,625, a falling off of 
12.4 per cent from last year. Bank clearings 
show another smaller total, $890,769,000 
for the week, compared with $948.000,000 
last week and with $1,215,000,000 in the 
second week of April, 1893. 

Available wheat stocks in the United States 
and Canada, afloat and in Europe, have de- 
creased less than anticipated owing to in- 
crease in European available stocks where a 
decrease was expected. Wheat exports, both 
coasts (flour included), aggregate 1,955,000 
bushels this week, against 2,778,000 bushels 
the week before, 2,948,000 bushels in the 
week last year, 2,910,000 bushels in the 
week two years ago, and 2,456,000 bushels 
in the second week of April, 1801. 


Relapsed into Dullness. 


Excessive dullness prevailed in speculative 
circies during the greater part of the week, 
the action of the market being in marked con- 
trast to the activity which asserted itself a 
fortnight ago. The prevalent lethargy would 
seem to be mainly due to the somewhat dubi- 
ous position of the crops and the belief that 
the unfavorable weatner since April 1 nega- 
tives the rather cheerful showing made by thé 
government crop report of that date. Uncer- 
tainty about the tariff legislation has again 
become a factor and tended to create hesita- 
tion on the part of large speculative inter- 
ests. London has done practically nothing 
and it would now seem that the recent buy 
from that quarter was mainly the work o 
professional deaiers or jobbers of stocks, who 
purchased with a view to the probability of 
selling to the foreign public at an advance 
within the next few months. An investment 
demand for bondsand a few high grade stocks 


still asserts itself, but buying has been prac- 


tically suspended for the time bemg. In spite 
of this the market was generally firm, with an 
absence of any 
professional traders. The bears, it is true, ha ve 
made some slight impression on a few stocks 
of which Chicago Gas is the most prominent.

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EXPOSITION COMPANY TO SELL THE PIER 


The Executive Committee Decides It Owns 
the Property. 

The World’s Columbian Exposition com- 
pany has apparently determiued to ignore 
Corporation-Counsel Rubens’ recommenda- 
tion concerning the Van Buren street pier and 
the approach to the viaduct. The Executive 
committee of the Exposition company adopted 
a resolution yesterday ordering the sale and 
removal of the pier and approach as soon as 
practicable.

Prof. Huxleys Essays. 

The Appletons are issuing the essays by 
Prof. T. H. Huxley written at intervals during 
the years in which he has been prominently 
before the public. They are collected into 
nine volumes, every one of which, to a certain 
extent, is complete in itself, its contents treat- 
ing on related subjects. The subject matters 
are: 1. Methods and Results. 2. Darwiniana. 
3. Scfence and Education. 4. Science and 
Hebrew Tradition. 5. Science and Christian 
Tradition. 6. Hume. 7. Ethical and Philo- 
sophical Essays. 8: Man's Place in Nature. 
9. Essays in Science. Some of the material 
might have been omitted with little or no loss 
to the reader—namely: that in which the 
author replies to individuals who 
have criticised his work, though the 
same remark does not apply in 
every rsonal case, The essay on 
Mr. Gladstone and Genesis, in Vol. 4, is one 
of the most instructive in the series. Mr. 
Giudstone claimed that, according to the writer 
of ‘the Pentateuch, the water . population, the 
air population, and the land population of the 
globe were created successively in the order 
named; that this has been so affirined in our 
time by natural science that it may be taken 
as a demonstrated conclusion and established 
fact; and that the fact of this coincidence 
makes it impossibie to resist the conclusion 
that the writer was gifted with faculties pass- 
ing all human experience, or that his knowl- 
edge was divine. Subsequently the eminent 
statesinan modified his claim to be that the 
main statements of the Book of Genesis, in 
successive order of time but without any 
measurement of its divisions, are as follows: 
A period of land anterior to all life. A period 
of yegetuble life anterior to animal life. A 

riod of animal life in the order of fishes. 

nother stage of animal life in the order of 
birds. Another in the order of beasts. Last 
ot all man. Prof. Huxley shows that these 
conclusions are not supported by the results 
of scientific investigation and that it is im- 
po? to reconcile the two. n he avows 
is belief that the pentateuchical story of 
the creation is simply a myth.“ He supposes 
it to be an hypothesis respecting the origin of 
the, universe which some ancient thinker 
found himself able to reconcile with his 
knowledge, or what he thought was know!l- 
edge, and therefore assumed to betrue. As 
such itis mot merely an interesting but a 
venerable monument of a stage in the mental 
progress of mankind, but of no mote 
scientific importance than are the. cos- 
nies of the ptians and Babylonians, 
whom the Israelites were in frequent

Mental Growth of Mankind. 

„A History of the Mental Growth of Man- 
kind in Ancient Times,“ by John S. Hittell, 
is a rather ambitious attempt to solve a large 
number of question. the enumeration of 
which comprises the major part of the eight 
pages of the author's preface, These ques- 
tions cover the origin of man, his progress in 


all the arts, his social customs, the begin- 


nings of religion, the origin and growth of 
language, the theories of ethics and their evo- 
lution, the rise of political institutions, the 
capacities of the various races, ete. These 
are a few of the questions the author attempts 
to answer, or, as he says, to offer replies 
which, however weak they may be in many 
points, may yet, I hope, contribute a little to 
the stock of historical truth.“ 

In attempting to accomplish this imposi 
task the author has in these four volumes fai 
an extensive literature under contribution 
and produced an elaborate compilation of 
facts, fairly systematised and more or less 
fully discussed and generalized upon. He 
divides human culture or progress into three 
“culture steps (German kulturestufe)—viz.: 
savageisin, barbarism, and civilization. The 
last he confines to modern Christian nations 
and the ancient Greeks and Romaas, thus ex- 
cluding ‘rom this category the Chinese, Japa- 
nese, and Indian civilizations as well as that 
of the ancient Egyptians, Hebrews, Phene- 
cians, and Chaldeans, a limitation of the term 
that may not be universally acaepted. Cer- 
tainly some of these latter were probably not 
far behind the Greeks and Romans in their 
time, though owing to the line of our culture 
descent fewer of their records have come 
down to us. 

As is likely to happen with all compilations 
some inaccuracies will slip in, and as accura- 
cy is an important matter in historical works 
this is here to be regretted. The author has 
a careless habit of expressing himself in the 
present tense when speaking ot extinet man- 
ners and customs, his has sometimes an 
odd effect, as, for example, when he alludes to 
the raft of reeds on which the native Califor- 
nian ‘* crosses the Bay of San Francis-o,”’ 
and the custom in Alabama of blowing in 
one's face. in salutation, possibly a relic of 
a former custom of salivation. 

The place, however, where one comes to dis- 
trust him most is in his “higher criticism,” 
to use a common modern expression, when 
he disbusses the origin of Christianity and the 
authority of the books of the New Testament. 
It requires only a casual reader of the scrip- 
tures to perceive the mistakes in this part of 
the work—it is full of them. Such statements 
as that the New Testament contains only one 
mention of. St. Luke, no account of any 
miracle at Jerusalem, that no mention is made 
of Philip the apostle after the first 
chapter of Acts, etc., all of which are positive- 
ly made in the text, aresuch as might have 
been avoided by a very slight reference to the 
work the author is criticisimg or to any con- 
cordance of the scriptures. His record of 
errors here in regard toa work accessible to 
every one throws a doubt over his claims to 
accuracy in literary references. Itis regret- 
table that this is the case, as his volumes show 
painstaking research in many directions. His 
attack on the evidences and authorities of the 
Christian religion, apart from ali other con- 
siderations, cannot with these defects be taken 
as à success, even by those who might be in 
sympathy with the ideas of the author.

But the reader should be warned against sup- 
posing that the numerous references to known 
scientific facts constitute any reason for ac- 
cepting even as scientific guesses the state- 
ments in regard to life on the planet named, 
or to the possibilities of moving through in- 
terplanetary space without losing vitality.

ure in American literature since her story 
of the vivandiere.

Mrs. Austin’s devotion to the Pilgrims came 
naturally by heredity and association. Six- 
teen of her ancestors came overin the May- 
flower, and her family in several of its 
branches has held a high and honored place 
in New England life. Her husband, Loring 
H. Austin, was of the old Boston family which 
figured so largely in the Revolution. Her 
brother, the Hon. John A. Goodwin, once 
Speuker of the Massachusetts Leg slature, is 
the author of the Pilgrim Republic,”’ the 
latest and best of all he histories of the 
Plymouth settlement. Her mother was well 
known as a poet and song writer, and recited 
to the little daughter stand ng at her knees 
many of the traditions and anecdotes which 
were afterwards woven into these historical 
romances. Mrs. Austin’s work was distinct- 
ively American, and was painstakingly ac- 
curate in its descriptions of persons, places, 
and events. Sir Walter Scott was not more 
zealous in this regard than Mrs. Austin, who 
knew how to extract the secrets of musty 
documents, family correspondence, and the 
memories of the old. Her stories. says the 
Boston Daily Advertiser. were not only full 
of entrancing interest, but the historical 
part is absolutely correct.“ With these 
qualities Mrs. Austin’s work will not prove to 
be of ephemeral worth.

W. Dudley, John M. Vernon, Charles E. 
Affeld, and Charles W. Pierce N 
these there were in the Chicago party Cap;. 
Waterhouse of the Waterhouse Battery, Capt. 
T. E Lemon of the cavalry service, and Capt. 
Lewis of the Forty-first Illinois Infantry. 

„The Shiloh Battefield Association has as 
its officers Maj.-Gen. John A. McClernand, 
President; Col. E. S. Lee of Monticello, 
and Dr. F. W. Coleman 
of the same place, Treasurer. This 
association is different from any other battle- 
field arsociation in the country in the fact 
that it contains both Union and Confederate 
soldiers: For instance, the Board of Direc- 
tors contains Gen, Lew Wallace, Gen. Hi, 
Gen. B. M. Prentiss, and Col. D. B. Hender- 
son of Iowa, on the Union side, and Gen. Basil 
Dake, Gen, Stephen D. 8 
Clynn, and Gen. J. B. Chalmers on the C 
federate side. The battle of Shiloh was 
fought April 6 and 7, 1862. We who were 
in it regard it as being the most hotly con- 
tested and most valorous field of the war in 
which no fortifications were used. 

Made the Trip Down the River. 


„Our rendezvous was at Evansville, Ind., 
where the number of members was 100, but 
by the time we reached Pittsburg * 
was 250. We had two steamboats and y 
made the trip lashed together. We left Evans- 
ville Tuesday evening, April 3, and stopped 
at Paducah Wednesday afternoon. Here we 
had a reception. After being reinforced with 
a party of fifteen from lilinois, including 
Capt. 3 the brother of John A. Logan, 
we left the same evening. and arriyed at Pitts- 
Aar Friday morning, April 6. 

„We had a splendid time on the boat. We 
held four meetings of the association, but they 
were devoted mainly to speechmaking. 
Among the Union soldiers on the“ boat were 
Gen. McClernand, Gen. Wallace, Col. Shaw 
of Io wa. who commanded in the Hornet's 
Nest’; Maj. J. R, Ross and Gen. McGinnis 
of Indianapolis, Capt. Brown of Crawfords- 
ville, Capt. Logan and Capt. F. W. Willis of 
Waterloo, Ind. Among the Confederate offi- 
cers were Capt. Mecham, who was also Cap- 
tain of the steamboat; Capt. D. T. Switzer of 
Evansville, Maj. F. P. Gracey of Clarksville, 
Tenn.; Col. J. H. Ashcroft of the Cobb’ Bat- 
tery, from Paducah; and Gen, Chalmers of 
Memphis. 

** Right on the bluff, at the foot of which 
we landed, was the Uniou Cemetery. The 
Confederate dead are scattered all over the 
field and have been greatly segiected. The 
association, however, has taken steps to 
buy the battlefield and have AN ev- 
erything else put in order, It is proposed to 
buyefor this purpose 8,000 acres of land, at 
an average price of $12 an acte.

Dr. St. John Calls Attention to the Fear- 
ful State of Affairs There. 

There were twenty-seven new cases of small- 
pox reported yesterday. The pesthouse is 
overflowing. There are 181 patients within 
its walls, while it has scant accommodation 
for 175. Unless the number of discharged 
equals or exceeds the numberof new cases 
the latter will have to be isolated as best they 
can. Commissioner Reynolds has ordered an 
addition built to the hospital, which wiil be 
pushed to completion as quickly as possible, 
Meanwhile there is loud complaint of the 
foul condition and inadequate facilities of the 
present pesthouse. Dr. Leonard St. John has 
written a letter to Mayor Hopkins calling at- 
tention to these things, in which he says: 


In this place, rivaling in its abominable state 
the far-famed Black Hole of Calcutta and oxcel- 
ing even the infamous Libby Prison, there are 
for the living entombment of sick human beings 
nineteen rooms, and of late I understand there 


bas been an average of 175 patients. The largest | 


o? these rooms is 40x25 feet and it is made to 
hold twenty-three patients. The smallest is 8x 
10 feet and here two cots are placed, It is im- 
peer to imagine a more unsanitary, un- 

ealthy, or dangerous condition of affairs than 
exists in this death-trap. Each room is heated 
by a stove, which in cold weather has to be kept 
red hot, whereby the smallpox patient nearest to 
the stove sizzles and broils while oP at 
fortunate one farthest from the stove shivers 
with cold. The lighting is by means of 
common coal-oil lamps, which furnish poor light, 
still more vitiate the already foul air, and are 
sour¢es of danger from fire. Many of these peo- 
ple are rendered partially blind from the disease 
and there is grave danger that one of these sight- 
less sick men might inadvertently throw over one 
of these lamps, and as there are positively no 
means of — out fire, not enough water 
hardly for bathing purposes, I will leave to your 
imagination the holocaust which would result 
from afire starting in this wretched shasty. 
Fresh air is supposed to be free to every one ex- 
cept the miserable inmates of the Chicago pest- 
house. for at that place there ‘are no arrange- 
ments for ventilation — through doors and 
windows. On the upper floor there is one water 
closet, one wash sink, and one bath tub, 
and the bath-room is so arranged that when the 
patient is ready to be dischargea and has been 
given a medicated bath for disinfection to leave 
the hospital he has tq pass through the ward 
where are the sick, and is at once reinfected. 
For the care of this place there are ten Sisters. 
two maids of all work, and twohiredmen. These 
few braye Sisters have to do all the nursing, 
washing, cooking. ironing, and a thousand other 
duties relating to the care of the hospital and its 
inmates, besides lay out the dead and prepare 
them for burial. They work night and day and 
are constantly exposed to contagion and to the 
previously mentioned dangers which threaten 
the sick inmates, among which are death by 
— suffocation from foul air and burning to 

eath.

STOCKS CLOSE FIRM. 


AN UPTURN IN THE MARKET FOR 
OABLE RAILWAY SECURITIES. 


Reaction in West and North Chicago Stocks 
«Considerable Trade in Elevated Ratl- 
way Securities=Lake Street Elevated 
Expense Statement Criticised=Bonds of 
the Road Sell at 62—<t:o0ld Exports Ex- 
pected Today-New York Market Feat- 
ureless. 


Short seilers of stock will be rather dis. 
couraged by the turn taken by the local stock 
market yesterday afternoon. The cable 
stocks opened in the morning weak and halt- 
ing. In fact the market promised to be an 
uneventful continuation of that of Thursday. 
West Chicago sold downto 153 and was 
traded in at about that figure between calls, 
There was considerable improvement on the 
second call. The stock in a few sales was bid 
up to 155 and closed strong at that tigure. 
North Chicago opened at 249 and closed two 
points higher. The reaction was quite sharp 
after the depressidn cuused by the existing 
labor complications. The bull side is the 
fashionable one among the room traders, and 
the stock moves up much more rapidly than 
it goes down. It is intimated that the market 
has been manipulated by a little close corpcra- 
tion pool of which Jamieson and Slaughter are 
important factors. A few shares of City railway 
stock were disposed of at 825. 

Outside of elevated railway and cable stocks 
the market was rather narrow. Western Stone 
sold early at 68 and later advanced to 70. Straw- 
board was dull at from 30 to 31, New York Bis. 
cuit at 42, and Diamond Match at 115. The 
public is somewhat interested in the position 
taken by Attorney-General Moloney regarding 
trusts and industrial corporations and is not 
freely buying industrials at present. 

The figures given out by the Lake Street Ele- 
vated railroad company fail signally in carrying 
conviction to people who are conversant with 
railway operating charges. These people scoff 
atthe intimation that cars of the Lake Street 
company are operated at an expense of less than 
6ca mile. It is said that the cable cars cost 
13%c per mile and surface cars where electricity 
is used as a motive omer cost eight cents a mile 
and upwards. The latter form of motive power 
is considere:t by far the most economical in use. 
An executive officer of an electric railway com- 
pany which overates a line outside of Chica 
under most favorable expense conditions ridi- 
culed the idea of a six cent a mile showing. He 
said that the line he represents operates cars at 
about eight cents a mie. His idea is that if the 
Lake Street Eievated officials can keep operating 
expenses down to 18% cents, the figure given by 
the Manhattan road, in New York, they will be 
doing well. 

The fact is that there are so many elements 
lacking in the statement given out for March 
that it is of no value., and it fell flat on the local 
market. Wages of engineers, firemen, conduct- 
ors, and guards are included, but nothing is said 
regarding wages of station ticket sellers and 
choppers, car and engine cleaners. The insig- 
nificant sum of $276 is supposed to cover ro- 
pairs of cars, stations, and track. The entire 
item of office expenses, including salaries and 
rent, is not incorporated in the statement at all, 
and nothing is said of taxes, insurance, gas bills, 
depreciation of plant, stationery and inti 
bills. and a dozen other of the incidentals whic 
make railway managers grow gray. It is possi- 
ble that Lake street railroad officials have no in- 
tention of misleading the public deliberately, 
but merely have the faculty of convincing them- 
selves by the proper bookkeeping that the road 
is doing what railway experts clalm is a physical 
impossibility. 

One of the worst features in connéction with 
these quasi-favorable reports regarding Lake 
Street is the simultaneous appearance with them 
of brokers ready and willing to sell any amount 
of stock for insiders. The stock was quite freely 
traded in yesterday at a little better than 21. 

A correspoadent takes exception to the view 
that the market is depressed by the prospect of 
re.ease May 1 of stock now held as certificates, 
“The statement that $5.000,000 in stock will 
come on the market May 1 is misleadmg.“ he 
says. The fact is the stock is already on the 
market in the shave of certificates, which can 
now be bought and soid at a fractional discoun 
because they are not transferable on the books o 
the company. It must also be remembored that 
the stock is selling at about 22% cents on the 
dollar, and if the whole of the $5,000,000 of 


stock should be thrown on the market 61.125.

He said that under exist- 
ing conditions, or under any conditions likely 
to take place if the pending bill shall be- 
come a law, it will be impossible, in the 
nature of things, to carry on the business of 
the government.“ There are at the Port of 
New York, where 70 per cent of. the foreign 
imports are entered, eleven assistant apprais- 
ers and seventy-five examiners. The Senator 
predicted that if the Wilson bill became a law 
it would not be sixty days before the number 
of examiners—the men who do the greatest 
part of the work—would have to be multiplied 
by the hundred in order that men who had 


imported goods could get them, and it would 


be impossible practically to do that thing 
The bill, if it became a law. would so confuse 
and disturb the collection of revenues as to 
make it practically im possibte. 

The Senator then Called attention to the 
fraud-producing qualities. of ad valorem 
duties testified to by successive Secretaries of 
the Treasury. Mr Gallatin said in order 
to guard as far as possible against the value 


} of goods being underrated in the invoices it 


would be eligible to iay specific duties on all 
such articles now paying duties ad valorem 
as may be susceptible of that alteration.” 
Mr. Crawford recommended that over a 
hundred articles be taken from the ad valorem 
rate and be put upon the specific one. While 
Levi Woodbury was Secretary false in- 
voices. undervaluations, and the numberless 
and nameless devices to circuinvent, baffle, 
and defraud the Treasury when attempting to 
apply an ad valorem system were in lively 
and successful operation. Walter Forward 
favored specific duties because of the sp- 
curity of the revenue against evasions.“ Sev- 
retary Manning said undervaluations seem 
to have abounded under the tariff law of 
18468.“ which was an ad valorem one. That 
same Democratic Secretary spoke also of

The Senator called attention to the tariffs of 
Europe. France levies a duty on 619 articles. 
all specificand none ad valorem, England 
levies a duty on thirty-eight articles, all 
specific. Germany has only two ad valorem 
rates, and Italy and Spain oneeach. Austria 
has 357 specific rates and Russia 440, with 
here and there an ad valorem rate. And 
yet,“ said Senator Allison— | 

These nations have much better opportunities 
of appraising in the method proposed by the 
pending bill chan have we in the United States. 
These countries lie contiguous to each other, and 
the markets in each are easily ascertainable in 
the other, yet there is not a country in Europe 
which has atariff based upon ad valorems. An 
ad valorem tariff is a tariff of ignorance and not 
of intelligence.

DEATH OF DAVID DUDLEY Abo. 

One of the most eminent of “American 
jurists, and a member of a distinguished 
family, has passed away. David Dudley 
Field died yesterday at his residence in 
Gramercy Park, New York City. Though he 
had reached the advanced age of 89 he was 
supposed to be in excellent health, co nsider- 
ing the natural infirmities of age. In deed, 
he had but just returned from Europe, where 
he went to spend the last Christmas holidays 
with his daughter, Lady Musgrave, and was 
looking forward to a pleasant summer among 
the Berkshire Hills, in the vicinity of which 
he was born. He was taken down with pneu- 
monia, however, abqut a week ago and evi- 
dently was not strong enough to resist that 
insidious disease. 

Mr. Fietd followed the profession of the 
law for nearly sixty years and during that pe- 
riod left an indelible impression upon it 
by his great legal learning and his high stand - 
ing as a practitioner. On the very day he was 
stricken down he made the remark: My 
one great ambition is to have my codes 
adopted all over the world. They are written 
and published. It is only a question of time 
when they will be accepted.”” This ambition 
illustrates the prominent activity of his pro- 
fessional career. During his first visit to Eu- 
rope he became convinced of the weaknesses 
of American practice and at once sought to 
introduce reforms and to start an agitation 
for the reorganization of the judiciary. It 
was a long and up-hill struggle. His propo- 
sitions were at first rejected; then they were 
derided and antagonized, but after nearly 
twenty years of vigorous and patient 
work his codes of civil and _  crimi- 
nal procedure were adopted in New 
York, and other States soon came 
into line. In 1866 he began the agit ation of 
an international code, and seven years later 
he prepared the “Outlines of an Interna- 
tional Code.“ which aroused much discussion. 
In 1873 he was at Brussels laboring assidu- 
ously to bring about, as part of his interna- 
tional code, the substitution of arbitration 
for war in the settlement of national disputes. 
It must have been a special pleasure to him 
that he lived long enough to see the arbitra- 
tion memorial recently issued as one of the 
outcomes of the World’s Fair and signed by 
representatives of every civilized nation, with 
the governments of the United States and 
Great Britain taking the lead in recommend- 
ing arbitration to other governments. 

In pclitics Mr. Field began his career as a 
free soil Democrat. In 1844 he was promi- 
nent in agitation against the admission of 
Texas and the extension of slavery. His voice 
and his pen were always on the side of free- 
dom. He was a supporter of Fremont and 
Lincoln and he voted for Hayes; though he 
appeared as counsel before the Electoral 
Cothmission for Mr. Tilden, his personal 
friend and neighbor, who, like himself, had 
been a free soil Democrat. 

Outside of his legal attainments, Mr. Field 
was a man of broad and diversified culture. 
Like his distinguished brothers, Justice Field 
of the Supreme Bench, Cyrus W., the pro- 
jector of the Atlantic cable, and Henry W., 
writer and journalist, he had been a great 
traveler, and his impressions of foreign life 
and places were more than once given to the 
world in most attractive form. He was a lib- 
eral conttibutor to the support of Williams 
College, Massachusetts, and about eighteen 
years ago under took to supply the pecuniary 
support necessary to the maintenance of the 
astronomical observatory of that institution, 
which ever since then has been conducted by 
Prof. Truman Henry Safford, who was the 
first director of the Dearborn Observatory, in 
this city. 

Though rarely holding public position—he 
served one term in Congress—few men of bis 
day impressed themselves more forcibly upon 
public affairs—certainly no one with more 
success in influencing law procedure. | The 
profession has lost one of its great lights and 
the State of New York a citizen of whom it 
had every reason to be proud. The work 
which he has done will live after him. 


BUYING POWER OF WAGES. 

Consul Burgess has sent to the State De- 
partment at Washington a report based on a 
thorough investigation of the different 
elements entering into the cost of living to 
the working man in Trenton, N. J., and in 
Burslem, Staffordshire, England. The sub- 
ject is treated under three divisions—namely : 
‘house rent, clothing, and food, and the figures 
in both cases apply to men working at the 
same kind of employment about a year ago, 
the report being dated March 3, 1898. The 
Trenton potter may rent a six or seven-room 
house for $8 per month, while one with a 
similar number of rooms rents in Burslem 
for $4. But in England there are other ex. 
penses to be paid by the tenant, and the dif. 
ference in the construction of the house in- 
volves additional outlay. In the Trenton 
house the tenant has a good cellar, hot and 
cold water, closets in almost every room, gas, 
and generally a nice little garden, In Burs. 
lem there is only a small cellar if any, a cold 
water tap, sometimes outside the house, no 
closets, rarely gas, and if any yard itis a 
small one paved with brick. The Stafford. 
shire tenant has to pay rates, taxes, tithes, 
and water rates, and must leave the house 
in good condition. Then the English worker 
has to pay for stamps on his lease, a 2 cent 
stamp on every check he draws on the sav. 
ings bank and for every receipt he signs for 
amounts of more than $10. He must pay 
for a license if he goes into domestic service 
or keeps a dog or a gun, and big fees if he 
wishes his son to enter on a profession. 

When one takes into consideration the 
quality of material, the fit, and general finish, 
one finds very little difference in the cost of 
clothing of the cheaper grades in the two 
countries. Overcoats, suits of clothing, hats, 
women’s-dress stuffs, and bonnets cost more 
in Trenton than in Burslem. But men’s 
shirts, dra wers, boots, shoes, linen, and other 
articles of wear appear to cost less here than 
in England, though the cost is about the 
same in a few instances. There is little ap- 
parent difference in the cost of children’s 


| clothing. Furniture is cheaper in Trenton 


than in Burslem, bedding no higher, and 
crockery and other tableware about one. 
sixth higher; but kitchen utensils are lower, 
and ingrain carpets are cheaper, though that 
rule does nut hold for the better grades of 
carpeting. 

Among articles of food and other household 
necessaries, coal, gas, beer, gelatine, onions, 
vinegar, rice, pepper, washing soda, and fish 
are cheaper at Burslem than at Trenton, but 
the reverse is the case with flour, beef, mut- 
ton, sausage, pork, buttet, eggs, tea, cocoa, 
lard, blueing, cornstarch, turnips, tomatoes, 
apples, oranges, grapes, tobacco, and kero. 
sene. The cheaper articles to the American 
workingman include the great food staples, 
so that one may say broadly the food of’ the 
American costs less while he has to pay more 
for coal, gas, and beer, than does the worker 
in England. It is also fair to infer that the 
relative cheapness of food makes amends for 
all other differences in the other direction ex- 
cept part of that in rent, legving the latter to 
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American worker as compared with the En- 
Kees itis not tue that the lower wages

family as the man doing similar work in New 
Jersey can buy. It must be concluded from 
the facts stated by Consul Burgess that pro- 
tection has been of great benefit to the work- 
ingman in this country, and it follows as a 
matter of course that the Democratic doctrine 
of free trade is the reverse of favorable to the 
interests of the American toller. The facts 
and figures tell in another way what has been 
demonstrated by the paralysis that set in as 
soon as it bécame evident the Demoarats 
were going to work for the reduced tariff to 
which they were pledged by their latest 
national platform. 


HOW TO GET A QUORUM. 

The Democrats invented in 1889 that 
method of Congressional obstruction where 
the member sits in his seat and declines to 
vote so that the roll-call might show there 
was no quorum, They devised this scheme at 
a time when the Republicans had a bare ma- 
jority in the House and it was often impossi- 
bie for them to have a quorum of their own 
members. The Democrats wish now that 
they had not been so ingenious, for their in- 
vention has come back to plague them. They 
have a large majority in the House, but ‘sev- 
enty of their members, forgetful of the duties 
they were elected to perform, have absented 
themselves from the House. One of them has 
all his time taken up by Miss Pollard, others 
are at home working for renominations or ex- 
plaining to their constituents why wages and 
prices have fallen. The Republicans, umitat- 
ing the tactics of the Democrats, are refusing 
to vote and the latter find themselves fre. 
quently without a quorum. 

At last, in sheer desperation, they have sub- 
mitted an amendment to the rules providing 
that a member who is in his seat and will not 
answer a roll-call shall be fined $10. This 
proposition is objected to by some Demo- 
cratsand some Republicans on the ground 


though why it cannot enforce its rules in that 
way as well as any other way is not apparent. 
Neither a member of Congress nor his ealary 
is so sacred that he cannot be fined if he 
violates a rule. Another and a more sensible 
abjection is that the first thing the House 
does after it gets good-natured will be to 
remit all fines imposed, It is suggested also 
that if the members who were fined chose to 
pay their fines, or if political friends who ap- 
proved of their course paid their fines for 
them, the rule would not secure the desired 
quorum, 

The chief trouble with the proposed rule is 
that it adopts a clumsy and uncertain method 
of arriving at a result when the result can be 
reached much more directly by the simple ex- 
pedient of counting a quorum. Some of the 
Democrats want to adopt this, but the major- 
ity will not, since they have denounced it as 
an unconstitutional Republican device, They 
would rather sweat and stew and throw away 
days and weeks than be taught by their oppo- 
nents. The Republicans are not as narrow. 
minded as that. 

With their large majority the Democrats 
out to have a quorum of their own members 
present. Thy ought to send out and bring in 
the absentees. If they will not do that, and 
yet feel they must get partisan measures 
through, they will save time and trouble by 
copying Mr. Reed’s rule. The Republicans

NOMINATE THE BEST MEN. 

Speaking of the necessity of carrying those 
legislative districts where the Democrats had 
comparatively small majorities in 1892 the 
Springfield Journal says: 

The very strongest men in each district must 
be brought forward by the party as candidates 
for the Senate and House. There is so much at 
stake in this campaign that the party cannot af- 
ford to give its legislative nominations to who- 
ever asks for them, simply because they are good 
Republicans and good fellows, and want to go to 
the Legislature. Nor can it afford to assume 
that the tidal wave will sweep to success any- 
body who may be nominated. The first requisite 
to victory in these Dempcratic Senatorial dis- 
tricts will be to place on the ticket the ablest, 
m ost capable, and strongest men in the party as 
legislative candidates, and to deserve success by 
nominating men superior to the Democratic 
candidates in character andin ability to accom- 
plish something for their constituents. 

This advice should be repeated by every 
Republican newspaper in the State and it 
should be followed by every Republican con- 
vention in selecting candidates not merely for 
the Legislature, but also for county offices. 
The Australian ballot law of this State has 
conferred on the County Judge, the County 
Clerk, and the State’s-Atterney important po- 
litical powers they did not possess before, 
The certificates of nomination and nomina- 
tion papers for county offices are passed on 
by those three persons. In the case of a 

‘Senatorial district embracing more than one 
county County Judges pass on the nomina- 
tions. The County Clerks have charge of the 
printing and distribution of ballots except 
where there is a Board of Election Commis- 
sioners. 

It is evident that the more of these impor- 
tant officers the Republicans get the better it 
will be for them. Owing to the landslide of 
1890 the Republicans have comparatively 
few of those offices now. To get them, espe- 
cially in the close counties, the party must 
put its best foot foremost. It must nominate 
its best men, who will poll the most votes. 
No attention should be paid to candidates 
whose only claim is that they have run and 
been defeated before and that the party 
„% wess them another nomination. The pref- 
erence should be given always to men who 
have not been defeated. If the county and 
legislative conventions will make wise, delib- 
erate nominations, selecting candidates not 
because they ‘belong to some machine or 
some Senatorial candidate, but because they 
will attract votes, the victory this fall will be

Unrrep States Consut-Generat Mason at 
Frankfort has made an interesting report on 
the use of peanuts, of which 15,762 tons were 
imported into Germany in 1891. The per- 
centage of oil varies from 42 to 51 per cent, 
the American peanut being the lowest in rank. 
The cold pressed oil is used in Germany as 
salad oil and for various culinary purposes. 
The most important secondary product is the 
oil cake or meal which remains after as much 
as possible of the oil has been extracted by 
pressure. The cake sells for $20 to $23 
per ton, and till within a year or two past has 
been used in Germany exclusively as food for 
cattle, sheep, and to a small extent for horses. 
It is found to be too rich for working animals 
unless fed in small quantities and mixed with 
other material. It causes excessive perspiration 
unless in the coldest weather. Under chem- 
ical analysis the peanut meal shows such ex- 
traordinary richness in nitrogenous elements 
that the German savants have seized upon it 
as an obvious source of cheap and highly con- 
centrated material for human food, adapta- 
ble not only to army and navy rations, but of 
timely and important value to the peasant 
and other industrial classes which have suf- 
fered from a long and nearly exclusive diet of 
bread and yotatoes unmixed with a due pro- 
portion of nitrugenous animal food. This 
has led to a series of experiments, not yet 
cuncluded, and to the invention of prepara-

A. J. Wannzr, President of the self-alleged 
Bimetallic League, is again endeavoring to 
misrepresent the financial situation, In a 
letter to the New York Sun he asks: Is it 
not plain that in going to a gold basis there 
must be a scaling down of wages in all indus- 
tries anda reduction of all earnings? He 
tries to inculcate the idea that we are on the 
road to a gold basis, and have some distance 
yet to travel before we get there, meanwhile 
suffering the consequences which he pictures. 
He knows the country is already on a gold ba- 
sis; that every one of the silver dollars now in 
circulation has a buying power equal to that 
ofa gold dollar, because of the sustaining 
power which he is anxious to break 
down, He says the United States peo- 
ple are a debtor nation, and must pay their 
debts in produce orin mioney. Does he fancy 
that our produce would sell for more in gold 
abroad in consequence of a slump to the 
silver basis? Or does he think the foreign in- 
debtedness about which he affects to be so. 
solicitous could be paid off in free coinage 
eilver dollars rated at par with gold dollars? 
If so he is egregiously mistaken. He says the 
only way we can pay with commodities is to 
keep prices of the things we export low enough 
to induce other countries to buy of us instead 
of buying elsewhere. Hence he deprecates 
any effort to improve prices by increasing the 
volume of the currency while keeping it on a 
gold basis. According to his logie it would 
be detrimental to the people of the United 
States to advance prices of labor or material 
on the gold basis. But he argues that it is 
necessary to have an advance, therefore he 
wants it to come by marking up goods in a 
depreciated surrency, which would be the 
eame thing as no advance at all. Such a rise 
in prices would no more benefit anybody than 
would a law providing that thereafter the acre 
shall contain only 2,420 square yards in- 
stead of the 4,840 yards which now make an 
acre, With such a law passed the man who 
now owns 80 acres would have it called 160 
acres, hut his land would not be increased by 
a single inch nor its product by a single cent’s 
worth, Yet a change parallel with that is the 
sum and substance of Warner’s idea of re- 
form.“

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Tus New York World notes that coal con- 
sumers in that city now have to pay $5.25 
per ton for white ash” and 85.75 for red 
ash. It says these prices are higher than 
those of sixteen years ago, though in that 
time the wages of workmen * decreased 
and labor-saving appliances have been in- 
vented which must diminish the cost of 
mining. While the consumer buys sugar, 
coffee, and other staples for nearly half 
what he paid sixteen years ago he pays for 
coal as much as ever, sometimes more. The 
retailers make a large profit, and this is one 
reason for the unwelcome fact, but the great 
cause is the absorption of the coal mining 
business by the railroads. Previous to 1870 
the miners were contented and happy, with 
good wages, while the mine-owners made good 
profits and consumers bought coal at reason- 
able prices. The Reading company changed 
all this. It began a selfish policy which led 
to the oppression of the miners, to an in- 
crease in the price of coal, a limitation of the 
days of labor, and a reduction in the wages of 
the toiler. Other railroad companies fol- 
lowed the example. Individual operators 
were driven from the business, foreign miners 
were imported, and the oppression of the pub- 
lic was systematized. Today the coal rail- 
ways, so-called, hold 90 per cent of the an- 
thracite coal fields, and they pile up big prof. 
its. One of them, the Delaware and Hudson, 
hasin its treasury an undivided surplus of 
five million dollars, all realized from coal. 
They have held the price so high that despite 
the tariff they are threatened with competi- 
tion from Great Britain, negotiations having 
been entered into recently by manufacturers 
near tidewater for an importation of Welsh 
anthracite. The World hints a conviction 
that the presence of this Welsh coal in our sea- 
board markets would make the American coal 
barons consider more favorably than now the 
demand for lower freights to tidewater. 


As THE Hyde Park extension tunnel is all 
but completed-the people of the six southern 
wards of the city are insured an abundant 
supply of good water for the summer months, 
There should be no complaints of shortage or 
pollution. The supply crib is sufficiently far 
from the shore to escape shore contam ination, 
The capacity of the tunnel has been increased, 
The pumping facilities were increased last 
year for World’s fair purposes. Those in- 
creased facilities can be utilized this year to 
give water to the cottagers in the west end of 
the Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, and Thirty-first 
Wards and to the occupants of flats in tall 
buildings. In this connection it may be asked: 
When will the Lake View extension tunnel be 
completed? The contractors are tinkering 
away at that yet. It may also be asked: When 
is the city going to undertake the extension 
of the two-mile tunnel two miles farther into 
the lake so as to put all the supply cribs be- 
yond the region of shore contamination? As 
long as one crib ig within that portion of the 
lake which is occasionally polluted by the 
city sewage the water supply of the city will 
not be satisfactory. It is time to begin the 
two-mile extension.

FRIED ICE-CREAM, A PHILADELPHIA FAD 


It Sounds Queer but It Is Said to Taste 
Exceeding!y Good. 

A Philadelphia firm makes a specialty of 
fried ice-cream, which is pronounced deli 
cious by all who taste it. A small, solid cake 
of the cream is envelopd in a thin sheet of 
pie crust, and then dipped in boiling lard or 
butter lug enough to cook the outside to a 
crisp. Served immediately, the ice-cream is 
found to be as solidly frozen as when it was 
first prepared. The process of frying is so 
quickly accomplished and the pastry is 80 
gvod a protector that the heat has no chance 
to reach the frozen cream. 

Baked ice-cream which has a méringue top 
is another caprice of cooks that is toothsome, 
though this tampering witha delicacy that is 
perfection when it is in its perfected, normal 
condition seems unnecessary. Good ice- 
cream is as good as can Fe.

She was 
the third woman who has presided over the 
Chinese Legation; but her predecessors-were 
kept closely within its walls. They were so 
little known that their appearance on the 
street was the signal. for a display of interest 
which must have been a littie embarrassing to 
them. They received no visitors as a rule, 
and as the Minister’s wife cannot sit at the ta- 
ble with the attachés of the legation 
they led a very lonely life. When 
Mr. Yang Ju came to this country last sum- 
mer it was whispered about he had more ad- 
vanced ideas on the social question than had 
his predecessors. It is altogether likely that 
the Chinese Government, realizing the justice 
of the criticism passed on the Chinese people 
in this country—that they never became as- 
similated to the people of the United States, 
and that they associated with them as little as 
possible—suggested to Mr. Yang Ju the idea 
of making the legation more popular, and of 
proving to the people of Washington how 
thoroughly agreeable the Chinese could be. 
Followed the London Minister’s Kxample. 
There was an example for Mr. Yang Ju to 
follow in the Chinese Minister at London, 
whose wife for five years past has made 
social calls and reqgived them. So it was 
not entirely an innovation, though it was 
wholly new to Washington, when the Chi- 
nese Minister took his wife to entertain- 
ments during the last winter and gave her 
permission to receive visitors like the women 
who preside over other foreign legations in 
this city. Very few people in Washington 
knew of this London precedent, and many 


i were astonished at Mr. Yang Ju’s temerity. 


Some of them a) most expected the big dragon 
which flies at the masthead above the legation 
building to come down and swallow Mr. Yang 


Ju. As nothing unpleasant has happened to 


him, however, it is safe to assume that his 
conduct meets with the entire approvai of his 
home government. 

Neither the Minister nor his wife speaks 
English. But before the legation gives its 
first ball—it is promised for the season of 
1894.°95—Mrs. Lang Ju will probably be 
able to hold some slight conversation in our 
native tongue. She finds no difficulty in pro- 
nouncing English wurds, and she has learned 
the names for a great many American things, 
She knows a few phrases common to the 
pdlite world—not the Have-you-the-green- 
umbrelia-of-my-uncle-Thomas?” of French 
school literature, but the Good morning 
of practical social intercourse. 

It was reported when Mr. Yang Ju started 
for America that he would bring two grown 
daughters with him; and great was the disap- 
pointment of curious Washington to find that 
the oldest of his children was only 5. Mrs. 
Yang Ju is only 80 years old, and her youth, 
in part, accounts for her enthusiastic inter- 
est in everything American. She is not too 
old to learn, and sheis picking up a great 
many American ideas. hat she will int ro- 


Hongkong is extremely doubtful. The le- 
gation people say, with a shake of the head, 
that the Chinese are slow to adopt neW cus- 
toms.

One Girl’s Experiences. 

A young woman who spent some time in 
Leipsic, studying music in the conservatory, 
tells of some of her experiences while a stu- 
dent of a German city. Her words bear ad- 
ditional weight from the high character and 
dignity of manner and bearing. 

“They would be amusing,” she said, had 
they not been annoying. I was so often spoken 
to on my way to and from my lessons 
that it ceased to be a matter of sur- 
prise or alarm. Good morning, fraulein; 
I will walk with you,’ and a stranger would 
keep me company for several blocks, talkmg 
all the time. My refuge was in pretending 
ignorance of the language. Good day, my 
dear fraulein. How goes the music?’ The 
roll of music that I carried proclaimed mea 
conservatory student. Once a man pulled up 
my veil, stuck a piece of chocolate into my 
mouth, saying, Take a bite, fraulein. It is 

ood.’ Another time I was persistently fol- 
owed and addressed by a fellow whom I 
escaped only by fleeing into a private house 
and begging protection of the good frau. 

„% My dear, timid little landlady, the Frau 
Pastorin, thought the cause of my troubles 
might lie in a red feather which adorned my 
black hat. With the true American spirit I 
determined always to wear red feathers. But 
I —4 the penalty, especially in the fair times 
when the city was filled with Russians 
Poles, Jews with heavy beards, unwashed 
merchants from the Black Sea, and all sorts 
and conditions of men. It was im ible to 
escape their stares and remarks: ‘ Blonde, by 
Jove!’ Look at her fine hair!’ ‘Nice little 
feet!’ or something equally silly and imperti- 
nent.” 

Advantages Are Dubious. 


What doesa girl get who exchanges the 
luxuries and safeguards of her American 
home for such conditions as these? 

She must remain abroad longer than a few 
mouths in order to acquire a new language 
well enough to understand the literature of 
the country. She may speak a dozen sen- 
tences glibly. But let her take the great 
„Faust of Goethe and see if she can read a 
page without her dictionary. If nat, does 
she know German? If she does, ahd this is 
the result of any one's abser vation, 
she loses somewhat of her own mother 
tongue. She makes blunders in grammar, ar- 
ranges her sentences after the German order, 
and hesitates for the right word. Five or six 
years’ residence in Germany will make a for- 
eigner of her, She is denationalized also in 
her habits and sympathies. She likes coffee 
and rolls for breakfast servedin her bedroom. 
She patronizes the old folks with a superior 
air, deprecating everything American, from 
soups to cil paintings and from her mother’s 
sewing society to the Apostles’ Creed. She 
may be polished, like the cold, hard surface of 
a mirror, but the bloom of her girlhood is 
dimmed. 

All that has been here said applies with still 
greater force to the custom of sending young 
children abroad and considering them safe 
and blessed, once placed in a German family 
and entered in the gymnasium. Happily,
